Meriwether. Maryp nnd Asso- 
ciates have been named as local 
architects for construction of UK V 
new Medical School. 

Consulting architects for the 
school, to be located on the Ex- 
periment Station Farm bordeririK 
Rose Street and the Nicholasv ill< 
Road, are the firm of Fllerbe and 
,Co.. from St. Paul. Minn. 

The 39-acre site which is to be 
the home of the Medical School, 
was approved by the Board of 
Trustees after it was strongly rec- 
ommended by Dr. Vernon Lippard. 
dean of the Yale University School 
of Medicine, Architects, and Medi- 
cal Foundation and University 
flcials. 

President Herman L. Donovan 
in announcing the approved loca- 
tion of the school, said that sur- 



veys had been made of two or 
three possible sites

I'nder current University regu- 
lations, there is no retirement plan, 
but all faculty members and ad- 
ministrators are required to a. cepl 
a position entailing lesser duties 
upon reaching the age of 70. 

Although Dr Donovan was onl\ 
69 on March 17. he requested the 
Board ol Trustees to grant him a 
change of work assignment in Sep- 
tember because "I realize that age 
is taking its toll and I no longer 
have the energy I once had. My 
loyalty and devotion to my Alma 
Mater will not permit me to coast 
along for another year.'l have no 
desire to fade out." 

In a letter to Gov. A. B. Chand- 
ler, chairman, and members of the 
Board of Trustees, Dr. Donovan 
i listed tWO reasons for requesting n 
change-of-work status one year 
earlier than was required 

These were, he said, that T am 
honoring a request a committee of 
the faculty made some years be- 
fore that when I planned to re- 
linquish my duties as president of 
I the University. I would give the 
! Board and the faculty notice of 
I my retirement from the presidency 
some months in advance. This I 
am now doing." 

The other reason, he said, is 
quite as valid. "Time is required to 
make a careful and diligent search 
for a new president. A board 
should have sufficient time to se- 
lect a new president and thereby 
avoid the necessity of selecting an 
acting president. If a long interval 
exists between two administrations 
it frequently becomes a period of 
unrest for the fatuity and the in- 
stitution drKts without a 



gram." 

Dr. Donovan's new assignment 
under his ( hanged staUrs will be 
thai of president emeritus and 



professor of history of education. 
He will also serve as chairman <>f 
the UK press committee His sal- 
ary will be $10,000 a year plus 
$5,000 a year expense account. 
$4,200 of his siilary will come from 
the regular UK retirement policy 
and the remaining $5,800 W«l au- 
thorized by the Board of Tin lees 
to come from the Baffin Fund. 

Dr. Donovan, in his letter to the 
Governor, stated emphatically that 
"I have no desire to take part m 
the selection of my successor and 
I shall deliberately refrain frOQ 
active participation in the matter. 

"However." he added, my 28 
years of experience as a college 
president . . . lead me to the con- 
viction that as a matter ol duty to 
the University to which I have 
given so much of my life. I am 
justified In saying something about 
the procedure a board should fol- 
low in selecting a new president.'* 

Three recommendations were 
listed by Dr. Donovan: "ill the 
best authorities on higher educa- 
tion regard the selection of a new 
executive officer of a university a* 
the most important and far reach- 
ing act a board ever has to per- 
form. 

"i2» The appointment of a Trus- 
tee-Faculty Screening Committee 
is employed in the better ordered 
colleges in selecting a new presi- 
dent 

"i3» It is desirable that the 
Board-Faculty Screening Commit- 
tee evaluate carefully the person- 
nel of the University with refer- 
ence to discovery of potential pres- 
idents on its faculty. 

"The University,'' Donovan add- 
ed, "must BOl be penalized by 
mediocrity in the selection of a 
new president. It deserves the

It seems 
that Sigafoos, through the international stamp collectors jour- 
nal, had long been in correspondence with a girl in Java, a 
mission-educated savage named Lotus Petal McGiunis, herself 
an enthusiastic stamp collector. The nature of their correspond- 
ence, though friendly, had been entirely philatelic.

Voters Needed 



Politics, in a famous poem about the Com- 
monwealth, has been called "the damndest" 
in Kentucky. Bluegrass citizens, it seems, 
have historically maintained a heavy inter- 
est in their political battles. 

That is why it is discouraging to note the 
current apathy among the- largest single 
identiy-group of new voters-the University 
of Kentucky students. Interest in politics at 
UK is no greater, and possibly less, than be- 
fore the voting age was lowered. 

Excluding only the non-state residents and 
the handful not yet 18 years old. UK stu- 
dents have I)een raised to the dignity of vot- 
ing citizens. College-age students of only 
one other state (Georgia) enjoy this privi- 
lege. 

Hut gifts easily come by, apparently, are 
not fully appreciated. Far too many stu- 
dents failed to register in time for the forth- 
coming May primary; worse still, a large 
number of students declare they clout know 
who are running in the election, and care- 
less. 

Only al>out 17 students turned out this 
week to listen to a debate between two 
prominent Democrats concerning their pro- 
ponents for the Democratic senatorial nomi- 
nation. One had to conclude that either 
Kentucky is an extremely weak Democratic 



state, or that students are not taking an in- 
terest in their newly-given franchise. 

Since this is Kentucky , the latter conclus- 
ion is more logical. 

Many students fail to realize how attrac- 
tive their votes must look to a politician. 
First of all, the poHtJcian knows he must 
state his case carefully before a college-level 
audience. He is not dealing with sub-normal 
intelligence. 

Secondly, the politician knows that a col- 
lege voter may not only directly allect par- 
ents and relations, but also a host of close 
associates-from all over the state. UK is, 
indeed, a coimnunity of communities. 

Thirdly, it is hard to think of any other 
large, uncommitted body of voters that may 
be reached in one small area, such as at UK. 
Virtually everybody that walks across cam- 
pus is a potential voter.

One of the most colorful relics 
amonp Tanp'.s collection is a 
Sharped rarbine rifle, presumed 
to have been dropped by a mes- 
senger as he fell from his horse. 
A enrtridre case in the butt of the 
rifle contained a code messaee 
which states "When the captain 
comes we will answer this as befits 
the army of Miles Standish." The 
significance of this message still 
remains a mystery. 

When one thinks' of a breastplate 
he automatically associates it with 
the armor worn by the ancient 
Greek and Roman warriors. How- 
ever. Tapp explained that during 
the Civil War numerous soldiers 
donned such protection, and the 
selling ol these breastplates be- 
came widely practiced. Dr. Tapp 
believes that the bttttet dent fo- 
cused over the heart in the plate 
in his possession, h'"e.er. la the 
result o f a vender's demon it ration 
rather than Horn actual contact in 
combat.

Teaching InMitiih- 
To Be Held Here 
On April 19. 20. 21 

A teaching institute, the second 
of its kind to be held in the United 
States, will be held here April 19- 
21. The institute will be held for 
agriculture and home economic 
teachers of this University and of 
the fourteen other four-year col- 
leges that teach Agriculture and 
Home Economic courses. 

All agriculture and home eco- 
nomics classes will be dismissed 
Friday, April 20. and Saturday.
